A HEROINE OF GETTYSBURG 


Mioa Ameha E Hartnan, a pupil of Miss 


Carrie Sheads' Ladies' Seminary, m Get- 
tysburg, in 18G3, oecupie.l, with some of 
her relatives, one of tbe largest and hancl- 
eome'st country residences in the vicinity 
of Gettysburg 
The residence referred to, 


with tbe bani and other outbuildings, oc 
cupied a commanding position on the 
"Keystone Milla Koad," aome two miles 
west of town, a hundred yards or morp 
west of VVilloiighby Kan, and about a 
quarter of a mile south of the Sprnge 
Hotel 
With some of the brick gathered 


from the rums of the original buildings a 
email house, still standing, was afterwards 
constructed 


Larly on Wednesday morning, fuly 1st, 


indications of the approaching tempest of 
death and destruction began to be BO nu- 
merous and unmistakable that Miss Har- 
man was crevented from attending school 
Daring the engagement of Buford's Caval- 
ry with theadvanceof Hill's Corps, which 
began about9 .fl) a m., the Herman house 
was for a time forcibly occupied by the 
Union sharp shooters, from which they 
fired on tbe Confederates, doing consider- 
able execution 


On tbe withdrawal of the cavalry and 


such other buion troops ai were stationed 
there, the Confederates quickly occupied 
the place, announcing their purpose to 
burn the buildings, in accordance with the 
rules and usages of war, they having been 
oc upied and used by the en»my, as they 
claimed, as fortified places, thus forfeiting 
whatever exemptions they might have 
been entitled to as pnvate property 


The family proteited strongly and earn- 


estly against the summary destruction of 
their loved home, explaining that tbeoc- 
cupiLCy and use of the Duildmi;a were for 
cible, and not with their consent, Miss 
Amelia nleading teirfully that the house, 
which afforded the family their only pro- 
ttUton and possible safety from the fierce 
•atoroi of battle which was then raging and 
uutging around them, might be spared, 
adding that her dear mother, who had 
died a few ynars before, was J southern 
woman, and that ehe would ha\e reason 
to blush for her anceptry if southern men 
could find it in their hearts to fire and de- 
stroy the only place ol refuge of defens" 
less women at such a time, and turn them 
out m the midst of a raging battle 


Thereupon one of the men approached 


her and proposed in a confidential manner 
that if «he would piove that she was not a 
renegade southi rner by hurrahing for tbe 
•outhern Confederacy, he would see what 
could be done for her and her cherished 
home 
I IH. joung ladj promptly and in 


dignantly ref i"ed, and in company with 
:ier aunt abandoning the doomed house, 
lit ran the gauntlet of the nre of both 
armies, and finally the two managed to 
leach a place of safety within tbe 
t nion

tege Lincoln, always telt a warm legard, 
evmcod iu letters trotn which ilia Pick- 
ett given Borne extracts.

which, i( be lecdllecl it at all, must have 
come back with strange memories m 
after life, waa addressed to Cadet Pick- 
ett eoon after he entered West Point. 
It was dated at bprmglield, Kebruaiy 
22, 1843 
Iu it Lincoln wrote to the fu- 


ture Confederate general 


"1 have just toM the folk heie in 


bpnnglield oa the one hundred and 
eleventh anmvers^iy of tn« b rib. ol him 
wbose name, mightiest m the cause ot 
civil liberty, still mightiest in the cause 
ot tnoral reroimalion, we mention m 
solemn awe, m naked, deathless oplen 
dor, tbat the one victory we can evei 
call complete will be that one which pro- 
claims that there is not one slave or one 
drunkard ou the tace of Crjd'a green 
earth 
Hacruit tor this victory " 


Not for this service, but tot one direct 


ly opposed lo freeing the slave did Pick- 
ett leciuit 
No one ever fought more 


strenuously agaiust Abraham Lincoln, 
the emancipator, than did General Pick- 
ett, arid yet as both were mea of prin- 
ciple, we are prepared to believe that 
neither ever wholly lost the alTecUon 
foi the other

COLLOQUY 
BETWEEN

AND 
GENERAL SICKLES 


The following incident occurred on the 


afternoon of July 2d shortly after a coun- 
cil of war had been held at general head- 
quarters to which General Sickles had 
been summoned, but who, from the fact 
that tbe enemy was about to engage his 
front, failed to attend 
On receipt of 


tht second summons General Sickles rode 
cff to tbe rear to headquarters 
Before he 


reached that pomt, however, the sound of 
cannon announced the fact tbat tbe battle 
had begun 
Hastening rapidly on he soon 


reached heud quarters, where he waa met 
at the door by General Meade, who said 


"General, I will not ask you to dis- 


mount , the enemy are engaging your 
front, the council is over." 


Sickles, putting spurs to his horse, rode 


quickly back to his command, and, finding 
tbat Graham's brigade was not advanced

part: 


Since thy last report, an avenue alnng 


the battle line of the Fir?t Army Corps 
on the Belli of the first day'? battle has 
been constructed. It is about a mile 
and two thirds long, :!U fewl wide, and 
made on the Telford i>lau. in the n.O3t 
substantial cianrer 
The main section 


is called Reynolds avenue, but. with the 
approval ol the Secretary of U'ar, three 
minor sections have bei-Q n.imed, re- 
si>ectivo!y, Waclsworth, Doubleday and 
Knliinson avenues. 


Tt?e two parts of Sickles avenue, which 


were previousl3~ dL- connected, IwVb been 
united by constructing an avenue, 1,100 
feel in length, along what is known as 
the WheaHield load, which, being a 
public highway at the time when Sickles 
avenue was made, could not Ohea be oc- 
cupied 
and 
improved ay a battlefield 


avenue, as was 1'kewiae the c.ise with all 
the pub'k roads within the park. This 
difficulty tias since been obviated by an 
act of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature 


cedine jurisdiction of all such roads to 
the United States, and the act of Con- 
gress authorizing the Secretary of War 
to improve such of them as in his discre- 
tion might be deemed needful. Sickles 
avenue is now continuous and f-jllows, 
as nearly as the contour of the ground 
will permit, the entire line of the Third 
Army Corps from the Ktomitdbure road 
near thu Rogers, House to the Davil's 
Den. 


There is also being coaslrieted, and 


now nearly completed, an avenue one- 
l.alf 'jiile in length, from Spangler's 
horinff around the southwestern slope 
and base ot Culp's Hill, aloiu,' the line 
on which the l;niou foices formed on 
tiie morning of July 3, for the struggle 
!o recover their works occupied by the 
Confederates tlte previous evening. 


A number of other avenues should be 


constructed, among them one along the 
Confederate battle line on the northeast 
side of Culp's Hill ; another from be 
Iween the Round Tops to Plum Hun 
V'aliey and Devil's Den ; another along 
tii* line of Wiight's division, fioia be 
tween the Hound Tops southeastwardly 
across the Taneytown road; another 
uloni? the line ot the Twentieth Maine, 
on Vincent's Sour of Little Hound Top; 
another along Jtul'ord's cavaliy line; ami 
others conucctiug the cavalry fields, both 
south and east of Ue'tysburg, with the 
infantry battlefield. 
In some of these 


cases it will be necessary to acquire lairJ 
at reasonable prices, the owneis being 
l>rivate cit zens and riot speculating cor- 
porations. 
The land purchased this year 


in different paicels is 1!>4 S!> acres, costing 
$11,747.

POTATO-GROWING. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS BY AN ILLINOIS 


FARMER AS TO HiS .'LANS. 


Although not a potato specialist I have 


not failed during the past fifteen years to 
grow a fairly good crop of potatoes every 
se;vaon even when they were almost a 
failure in this section, says a writer in 
the Prairie 2r>irntt'r, A sandy loam ;s 
the ideal potato soil but some varieties 
will do equally weU on black prairie soil 
as I have found by experience. Weil- 
rotted horse manure (never fresh as it 
will invariably cause scab) is the only fer- 
tilizer the farmer can afford to use and I 
have about discarded that in favor of a 
clover sod, which will produce a larger 
yield, especially in a dry season. There 
is one condition that must be complied 
with if a good crop is desired and that is, 
the soil must be thoroughly pulverized 
for at least six inchesdsep and remainso 
durng the growing season; just coasidei 
the amount of dirt that must be pushed 
aside by a large lull of potatoes and you 
will at once see the futility of plautingin 
a compact soil, besides in the latter case, 
the quality is never as good. If a clover 
sod .t should be plowed early in the fall 
abo.Jt four inches deep; this will allo« 
the sod to rot before planting time. IL 
the spring just as soon as the ground will 
work, plow again two or three times 
deeper.

pulverize tbe ground as deep as possible 
—a disc or spading barrow ia best to use 
for this—aud you are ready to plane. 
Not one farmer in a hundred hag a po- 
tato planter and if my plan is followed 
they would not t.ike one as a gift. II 
practicable begin in the middle of the 
field aud back furrow two rounds, cut 
ting narrow so the first two rows will not 
be too far apart. When you start ou the 
second round let cue of your helpers (you 
will need two) follow after you with a 
basket erf seed, push the pieces into the 
side of the furrow fur enough so the 
horses will not drag them out while cov- 
ering and at a point where they will be 
covered about four inches deep by the 
uext furrow ; a little practice will enable 
one to do this nearly as fast as they can 
walk. 
The second man should follow 


after you at the opposite side of the field 
and if Uiey are hustlers you will rarelj 
have to wait on them. 
If your plow cuts 


full twelve inches you can plant every 
third round which will make the rows 
threef eel apart. Wben yon are through 
plowing your potatoes are planted ; no 
furrowing, no covering and the seed is 
in a loose bed jf soil instead ot in the 
bottom of a hard trench, half full of 
docs, the iisjal result of the old way ot 
planting. 
With a light harrowing the 


ground will be in shape for future culli 
vatiou. 
.My advice to the farmer who 


grows potatoes for business and not for 
Pleasure is to let new, bisjh tlown varie- 
ties severely alone unless you plant in a 
very limited way. My experience is, not 
fine kind in tweLty-h've are as Rood as 
sutiie ot the old reliable ones.

THE FEEWUAftV CENTURY. 


The last of the "body" articles In the 


February Century is one that will doubt- 
less attract the most attention. This is 
the first instalment of hitherto unpub- 
lished extracts from the private diary o£ 
Dr. B. E. O'Meara, Napoleon Bona- 
parte's physician at St. Helena. The 
original manuscript of thia journal, in 
eighteen little volumes, has come into 
the possession of The Century Co., and 
is found to afford a surprisingly large 
amount of new material in the way ol 
conversations with the exiled Emperor. 
These "Talks with Napoleon" will form 
an important feature of Tlie Century dur- 
ing the year 1900. The editor has evi- 
dently had in mind the multitude of visi- 
tors to the JFrencti Exposition in organ- 
izing the series on "Paris of To-day," 
by Richard Whiteing, author of "No. 5 
John Street" and "The Island."

Kiis tells inciilentiilly how the Anglican 
metropolis looked to him from his native 
Denmark, and how fie wore a navy pistol 
strapped around his waist when he landed 
iu New York, and was keenly disap- 
pointed at Ihiding neither buffaloes nor 
Indians iu Broadway.

of the number are a group of poems, 
"The 
lloosier Youngster," by James 


Whiteomb Kiley, illustrated by Florence 
Scovel Sbiun ; an anonymous article on 
"The Military Element in Col. Waring's 
Career," aud a poem, "Waring," by 
Helen Gray Cone; anil the last instal- 
ment of Capt Joabua Slocurn's narrative 
of his solitary voyage of 40 000 miles 
around the world. In the fourth ot his 
Cromwell studies, Mr. Morley treats of 
the execution of Anhblshop Laud, 
Cromwell's reorganization of the army, 
and the batlle of Naseby, which put an 
end to the King's lighting t'oiee. George 
Morland's "The Halt" is this mouth's 
Old English Master engraved by Cole.
